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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-10, 12-15, and 22-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not anticipate nor render obvious to one ordinary skilled in 
the art a plasma display panel comprising various elements as claimed, more specifically, a 
plurality of needle crystals composed of a conductive substance or a semiconductor substance 
are disposed on the electron emitting electrode to reach the protective film by penetrating the 
dielectric film in a thickness direction from a surface of the electrodes, wherein the needle 
crystals are disposed substantially perpendicular to the main surface of the front substrate to 
penetrate the dielectric film in a thickness direction, and a material of the dielectric film and a 
material of the protective film are layered to completely fill gaps between the needle crystals. 

JP 2002-1 17771 to Seiki et al. teaches a plasma display panel with a dielectric layer 
containing needle crystals, that completely covers the display electrodes, the dielectric layer 
covered with a protecting film with the needle crystals penetrating the dielectric film, but does 
not teach a display electrode pair with an electron emitting electrode formed between the display 
electrode pair and the needle crystals formed then on the electron emitting electrode with the 
material of the dielectric film and material of the protective film layers to completely fill gaps 
between the needle crystals. 

Art such as US Patent 5,973,444 to Xu et al. show need crystals formed between an 
electrode pair but there is no dielectric layer being penetrated by the needle crystals and no 
protection layer completely filling in the gaps between the needle crystals. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Response to Amendment
